Washington  A  Mission  Field 

(AN  OPEN  LETTER  TO 
SOUTHERN  BAPTISTS)

The  Washington  Post  this  morning. 
January  28.  1949,  states  that  there 
will  probably  be  one  million  people 
living  within  the  District  of  Colum¬ 
bia  by  1980  and  two  million  In  the 
entire  Washington  area.  The  latest 
figures  reveal  the  fact  that  there  are 
about  890,000  people  In  the  District 
now  and  around  1,400,000  In  the  great¬ 
er  Washington  area.  Yet  there  are 
only  thirty-five  Baptist  Churches  In 
the  D.  C.  Baptist  Convention,  and  of 
these,  seven  have  a  membership  of 
less  than  306  and  only  seven  have  a 
membership  of  1666  or  more.  During 
the  past  five  years,  with  multiplied 
thousands  of  people  pouring  Into  the 
area  only  three  new  preaching  sta¬ 
tions  have  been  established.

Easter  morning,  1947  gave  me  a 
mighty  thrill!  As  purple  bands  of 
light  and  shadow  crawled  up  the 
Eastern  skyway  ahead  of  the  sunrise, 
as  the  sun  like  a  fiery  ball  out  of  a 
sea  of  darkness  points  fingers  of  light 
across  the  scaffolding  about  the  Ad¬ 
ministration  Building,  I  felt  the  thrill 
of  a  great  resurrection.

Annuity  Board 
Reports  1948  As 
Greatest  Year

The  Relief  and  Annuity  Board  of 
the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  met 
In  its  annual  session  In  Dallas.  Texas, 
on  Wednesday,  March  9,  with  almost 
a  full  attendance  of  State  and  local 
members.  Mississippi  was  represented 
by  Rev.  Joe  T.  Odle,  pastor  of  First 
Church,  Gulfport. 

Reports  revealed  -  that  the  assets  of 
the  Board  now  total  $15,0944)93  60  and 
that  a  total  of  $1,292,341*4  was  paid 
to  beneficiaries  last  year.  This  com¬ 
pares  with  $251,593.98  in  assets  and 
$52,232.61  in  benefits  paid  in  1920.  the 
first  fall  year  of  operation  of  the 
Board  which  w»s_  formed  in  1919. 
More  than  24,000  annuity  certificates 
are  now  held  by  Southern  Baptist 
ministers  and  denominational  work¬ 
ers.  During  the  past  year  the  Relief 
Department  granted  $237*52.09  to 

I. 385  relief  beneficiaries  who  are  not 
under  one  of  the  Board's  retirement 
plans. 

A  period  of  the  meeting  was  given 
to  a  memorial  service  for  Dr.  Thomas 

J.  Watts.  Secretary  of  the  Board  from 
1927  to  1947.  Dr.  Watts  died  Decem¬ 
ber  20,  1948. 

Mr.  Odle,  our  Mississippi  member  of 
the  Board,  says  “The  Relief  and  An¬ 
nuity  Board  had  during  1948  its  great¬ 
est  year,  and  is  now  more  than  ever 
before  fulfilling  the  purpose  of  its 
founding,  namely,  ministering  to 
Southern  Baptist  and  denominational 
servants,  and  their  families.  The  re¬ 
ports  of  Dr.  W.  A.  Alexander,  Execu¬ 
tive  Secretary,  and  those  of  his  assoc¬ 
iates,  reveal  great  growth  and  wise 
management  of  all  the  affairs  of  the 
Board.  The  retirement  plans  continue 
to  grow  in  popularity  and  It  should 
not  be  long  before  practically  every 
church,  institution  and  board  of  the 
Convention  is  a  participant,  and  al¬ 
most  every  minister  and  denomina¬ 
tional  worker  is  protected,  by  one  of 
the  several  plans.” 

He  also  said,  “There  is  one  phase 
of  the  work  that  should  be  of  real  con¬ 
cern  to  every  church  and  pastor.  That 
is  the  work  of  the  Relief  Department. 
The  demands  on  this  department  are 
greater  than  ever  before  and  the  re¬ 
sources  are  still  very  .limited.  Last 
year  nearly  1,400  aged  ministers  or 
their  widows  received  some  help  from 
the  Board  but  the  grants  must  neces¬ 
sarily  be  pitifully  small  in  the  light  of 
the  present  day  cost  of  living.  The 
Board  wants  to  do  more,  but  is  unable 
to  do  so  without  more  money.  If  ev¬ 
ery  church  in  the  South  would  adopt 
some  plan  whereby  there  could  be 
even  a  small  offering  for  these  ser¬ 
vants  of  God,  the  amount  would  be 
adequate  to  meet  the  needs.  A  plan 
that  is  used  widely  is  to  take  an  of¬ 
fering  for  this  work  in  connection 
with  each  observance  of  the  Lord'* 
Sapper.  If  the  needs  are  presented  our 
people  will  gladly  respond  and  great 
joy  and  blessing  will  come  to  the  many 
beneficiaries.  I  would  urge  every  Mis¬ 
sissippi  pastor  and  church  to  consider 
this  plan.”

In  this  work  we  have  seen  pastors 
and  churches  with  their  hacks  to  the 
wall  in  the  work.  Pastors  Nave  repeat¬ 
edly  sat  across  the  desk  from  us  in 
the  office  with  tears  in  their  eyes  tell¬ 
ing  us  of  their  battles  in  His  service. 
Nor  were  they  crocodile  tears.  For  this 
and  other  reasons  we  could  not  take 
advantage  of  this  position  for  personal 
profit.  Until  year  before  tost  there  was 
no  limit  on  revivals  and  one  thousand 
or  two  thousand  dollars  a  year  came 
into  our  hands  as  revival  honorariums, 
pulpit  supply  checks,  a  few  family 
cheeks,  etc.  In  addition  conservative 
mileage  was  charged  on  each  of  two 
automobiles  on  which  about  one-half  of 
the  cost  was  paid  from  the  “R”  ac¬ 
count.  This  went  into  the  “R”  account. 
The  ”R”  stands  for  revival  and  re¬ 
fund.  We  did  not  chre  to  use  it  to  our 
profit.  Let  ns  give  you  two  or  three 
samples  of  monthly  incomes  in  this  way.

The  destroying  Influences  of  our 
loose  society  are  making  terrific  In¬ 
roads  on  our  boys  and  girls  of  this 
day.  Juvenile  delinquency  of  alarm¬ 
ing  proportions  Is  reported  from  ev¬ 
ery  section  of  our  great  nation.  In  a 
recent  radio  address.  Dr.  William 
Ward  Ayer,  pastor  of  Calvary  Baptist 
Church,  New  York  City,  cited  a  re¬ 
port  from  Michigan  as  follows:  “Com¬ 
petent  medical  authorities  of  this 
state  reveal  that  more  than  25  per 
cent  of  the  high  school  girls  of  repre¬ 
sentative  cities  have  contracted  social 
diseases  since  Pearl  Harbor.” 

Again  we  cite  a  statement  from  his 
address  concerning  Louisiana:  "Al- 
cohollcally  and  sexually,  intoxicated 
girls  on  the  ‘night  prowl’  have  re¬ 
quired  the  hiring  of  extra  law  enforce¬ 
ment  officers  in  leading  cities.  Moral 
lawlessness  is  at  its  highest  point  In 
history.”  Literally  hundreds  of  simi¬ 
lar  reports  are  coming  from  every 
section  of  the  country  of  the  present 
day  conditions  in  our  land. 

The  purpose  of  this  article  however 
Is  not  to  point  out  the  deplorable  con¬ 
ditions  which  are  demoralizing  the 
youth  of  the  land  as  it  Is  to  empha¬ 
size  the  necessity  of  redoubling  our 
efforts  to  safeguard  our  children  from 
the  devastating  Influences  about  us 
that  make  for  shipwreck  and  disaster. 
The  time  has  come  upon  us  when  we 
need  to  get  across  to  the  parents  the 
all  importance  of  the  spiritual  devel¬ 
opment  of  our  boys  and  girls.  Their 
name  Is  legend  today  who  would  spare 


nothing  In  order  to  give  their  children 
the  very  best  physical  and  mental  de¬ 
velopment  but  who  do  absolutely 
nothing  toward  their  spiritual  devel¬ 
opment.  The  primary  responsibility 
for  the  welfare  of  children  rests  on 
the  shoulders  of  the  parents.  The 
word  of  God  needs  to  be  taught  in 
our  homes.  There  is  urgent  need  to¬ 
day  for  the  family  altar  In  every  home 
where  God's  word  Is  read  In  family 
group  and  prayer  Is  offered  More¬ 
over  the  parents  should  not  send  but 
carry  their  children  to  church  and 
get  them  in  all  the  church  activities. 
The  testimony  of  Judges  over  the  land 
Is  that  practically  all  of  the  young 
people  who  come  into  their  courts  are 
from  the  group  not  enrolled  In  the 
Sunday  Schools.  Then  our  churches 
need  to  put  forth  their  very  best  ef¬ 
forts  to  meet  all  the  needs  of  our 
boys  and  girls.  A  worthwhile  recrea¬ 
tion  program  should  be  sponsored  by 
the  churches  of  this  day. 

It  is  the  height  of  folly  to  build  a 
hospital  and  a  morgue  at  the  foot  of 
a  precipice  or  cliff  to  take  care  of  the 
millions  of  people  who  meet  with 
tragedy  because  of  the  hazards  creat¬ 
ed  by  the  cliff,  rather  than  to  build 
a  fence  to  keep  them  from  falling 
over  to  death  and  destruction.  It  is 
the  responsibility  of  the  home  and 
the  church  to  win  boys  and  girls  to 
faith  in  Jesus,  to  teach  them  Chris¬ 
tian  morals  and  decency,  to  fortify 
them  against  the  wilds  of  the  devil 
which  they  will  inevitably  meet  in 
this  our  day.

Dear  Dr.  Rouse: 

I  am  writing  this  letter  to  assure 
you  that  I  am  one  of  the  thousands 
who  will  be  PRAYING  for  the  success 
of  our  Woman's  College  financial 
campaign  in  these  crucial  days,  and 
who  will  be  PAYING  toward  Its  suc¬ 
cess  on  April  17.

A  DEVOTED  FRIEND. 
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Old  Gives  Way  To  The  New 

The  old  Hopewell  Baptist  Church 
building  at  Arkabutla  built  in  1870  is 
no  more.  It  has  given  way  to  a  mod¬ 
ern  new  building.  Rev.  Earl  George  is 
pastor.

Some  of  his  descendants  are  still 
members  at  Arkabutla  by  which  the 
church  has  been  known  for  the  past 
few  years. 

According  to  Mrs.  Will  May  there 
have  been  many  fine,  Godly  men  to 
lead  the  Arkabutla  church  during  its 
existence.  Some  of  them  were:  B.  R. 
Hughey,  B.  F.  Whitten  (three  times 
pastor),  H.  W.  Sproles,  E.  8.  Flynt, 
Judson  Chastain,  E.  8.  Horton  and  F. 

V.  McFatridge. 

Many  faithful  families  have  had  a 
part  in  supporting  the  church.  Among 
them  are:  the  Scotts,  Mays.  Thomas- 
sons,  Studdards,  Coppers,  Easons.  Tur¬ 
leys,  Holloways,  Williams,  Wellons. 
Gregorys  and  Underwoods.  Many  of 
their  descendants  still  carry  on. 

The  lot  on  which  the  church  stands 
was  given  by  Mrs.  Emma  Underwood. 

During  the  past  40  years  the  church 
has  had  only  three  clerks:  Will  Eason. 

W.  W.  May  (25  years)  and  Mrs.  G.  W. 
McGaha,  the  present  clerk.

Dr.  R.  O.  Lee,  speaking  at  the  one- 
day  revival  program  at  the  First  Bap¬ 
tist  Church,  Biloxi,  declared:  “The 
resources  ol  God  are  never  know  un¬ 
til  we  attempt  the  impossible."  Down 
through  the  years  the  great  men 
of  Christianity  have  been  great,  not 
in  human  strength,  but  in  that  they 
gave  themselves  as  instruments  of  the 
spirit  of  God.  The  time  of  greatness 
•  is  upon  us,  for  clearly  it  is  seen  by 
anyone  who  looks  out  upon  his  world 
that  the  time  for  God  to  work  is  up¬ 
on  us. 

It  has  been  well  said.  “We  have  no 
longer  the  privilege  of  being  second 
rate.  The  mediocre  is  dead.  It  will  re¬ 
turn  to  earth  some  day  a  prelude  to 
new  disaster,  but  in  our  time  the  me¬ 
diocre  is  dead.

The  Mississippi  Baptist  Conven¬ 
tion  has  designated  1949  as  Woman’s 
College  time  and  has  set  a  goal  of 
$325,000  being  the  amount  required 
to  raise  Mississippi  Woman’s  College’ 
endowment  to  the  required  minimum. 
The  time  of  performance  has  arrived. 
We  are  now  challenged  to  follow 
through  with  the  will  to  success. 
Faith  is  the  power  to  believe  in  the 
realization  of  spiritual  ideals  and  the 
will  by  which  those  ideals  are  given 
embodiment  and  form.  When  it 
comes  to  endowment,  the  will  to  col¬ 
lect  is  the  basis  of  complete  victory. 

By  way  of  summarf,  the  following 
facts  -are  pertinent  to  our  under, 
standing. 

Mississippi  Woman’s  College  has  a 
great  history.  She  is  the  oldest  sen¬ 
ior  college  in  south  Mississippi.  Her 
graduates  are  dispersed  around  the 
world.  They  are  found  in  the  church¬ 
es  and  schools  and  homes  of  the  land, 
the  three  strategic  centers  of  religion 
and  culture. 

Mississippi  Woman’s  College  has 
great  assets.  Her  plant  and  endow¬ 
ment  surplus  total  $1,232,834.20.  This 
is  a  substantial  start  in  the  life  of  any 
denominational  college.  It  is  com¬ 
monly  reported  that  for  beauty  and 
utility  her  buildings  are  unsurpassed. 
Her  faculty  ranks  in  the  upper  third 
among  the  Southern  Baptist  colleges 
and  universities.  Her  student  body  is 
unexcelled. 

Mississippi  Woman's  College  has  a 
great  location  on  the  great  gulf-coast 
of  south  Mississippi.  Taking  in  the 
trade  areas  of  Mobile.  Hattiesburg, 
and  New  Orleans,  from  whence  Bap¬ 
tist  families  send  their  daughters  to 
Woman’s  College.  Hattiesburg  is  the 
hub  of  3.000.000  people.  8he  is  the 
only  senior  woman’s  college  from  Ma¬ 
rion.  Alabama,  the  seat  of  Judson, 
to  Belton,  Texas,  the  seat  of  Mary- 
Hardin  Baylor,  a  distance  of  approxi¬ 
mately  700  miles.  This  Is  indeed  fertile 
soil  for  a  Christian  college.  Mississippi 
Baptists  have  some  great  opportuni¬ 
ties  in  south  Mississippi.  First,  the 
educational.  Democracy  is  based  in 
Christian  education  and  without  an 
enlightened  constituency  democracy 
as  such  cannot  long  live.  Baptists 
well  know  they  cannot  delegate  the 
training  of  Baptist  leadership  to  se¬ 
cular  schools.  Only  the  people  who 
have  the  experience  and  the  life  can 
transmit  the  culture. 

Missions  is  the  heart  of  all  Chris¬ 
tian  endeavor.  Christian  education  is 
the  greatest  means  to  success  in  mis¬ 
sions.  When  Adoniram  Judson  and 
Luther  Rice  united  with  the  Baptist

Secretary,  is  leading  In  this  work 
This  is  the  third  summer  Mr.  Preston 
has  led  college  students  in  this  over¬ 
seas  mission  activity  and  the  third 
year  that  the  Mississippi  BSU  has 
participated.  In  1947,  Miss  Corrinne 
Griffin,  of  Blue  Mountain  and  Laurel 
went  to  Hawaii,  last  year  Frances 
Bibb,  of  Mississippi  College,  went  to 
Hawaii,  and  Sylvia  Burr,  of  Blue 
Mountain,  to  California. 

Leaving  New  York  July  C  by  air, 
the  group  going  to  Europe  will  visit 
England.  Belgium,  France,  Italy, 
Switzerland,  Germany,  Holland.  Nor¬ 
way.  8weden,  and  Denmark.  Mr.  Pres¬ 
ton  said  that  the  itinerary  calls  for 
the  students  to  lea^ln  evangelistic 
and  teaching  services,  to  associate 
c!o*ly  with  European  youth,  and  to 
actually  live  in  the  homes  of  Baptists 
In  some  of  the  countries.  They  will 
return  August  15  after  attending  ses¬ 
sions  of  the  World  Baptist  Youth 
Congress  at  Stockholm. 

8ix  boys  and  six  girls  will  make  the 
trip  to  Hawaii,  leaving  Los  Angeles 
June  10.  Six  boys  will  go  to  the  San 
Andres  Islands,  off  the  coast  of  Co¬ 
lumbia,  and  other  groups  will  go  to 
Alaska  and  Mexico.  Some  15  of  M 
students  will  work  with  Baptist  mis¬ 
sion  forces  In  California. 


denomination  in  Burma  and  studied 
their  relationship  to  the  missionary 
work  of  that  great  country,  they 
found  that  the  school  was  imperative. 
Luther  Rice  returned  to  America  and 
preached  Christian  education  as  the 
best  missionary  method  for  foreign 
missions.  When  asked.  “What  may  I 
do  the  best  to  further  foreign  mis¬ 
sions?"  Luther  Rice  replied.  “If  you 
would  best  serve  the  cause  of  foreign 
missions,  give  to  the  support  of  your 
small  denominational  colleges,  for 
from  them  missionaries  go  out  to  for¬ 
eign  fields.  Without  them  missions 
fail.” 

Third,  the  Baptist  youth  of  Missis¬ 
sippi  is  our  third  great  opportunity 
at  Woman’s  College.  Our  fine  youth 
crave  this  type  of  school  and  If  and 
when  the  Baptists  create  an  institu¬ 
tion  to  care  for  their  needs,  they  will 
Bock  to  the  institution  here  beyond 
any  present  expectations. 

These  facts  set  up  the  great  chal¬ 
lenge  to  Mississippi  Baptists  now  as 
we  come  this  year  to  complete  Mis¬ 
sissippi  Woman’s  College  minimum 
endowment  requirements.  The  goal, 
$225,000,  would  put  us  over  the  $500  - 
000  mark  which  the  Southern  Assoc¬ 
iation  of  Colleges  and  Universities  re¬ 
quires  for  financial  security.  When 
this  is  done,  Woman’s  College  shall  be 
on  the  march  to  the  realization  of  a 
great  ideal. 

The  amount  of  money  is  trivial 
when  broken  down  between  the  $50,- 
000  Mississippi  Baptists.  The  Master 
said.  “Lift  up  your  eyes  and  look.” 
There  was  more  to  be  seen  then  than 
the  disciples  were  seeing.  Such  is  the 
case  today  among  Mississippi  Bap¬ 
tists.  Old  mind  sets,  old  standards, 
old  patterns  of  action  are  outmoded. 
We  stand  upon  the  threshold  of  a 
new  day  of  opportunity.  Will  we  cross 
the  boundary  into  the  promised  land 
or  flounder  in  the  wilderness  of  un¬ 
belief  and  cynicism?  Arise,  Mississip¬ 
pi  Baptists,  and  look  upon  the  face 
of  your  Lord  and  hear  him  say,  “If 
any  man  would  be  my  disciple,  let 
him  deny  himself  daily  and  take  up 
the  cross  and  follow  me.” 

This  is  the  day  that  calls  to  great¬ 
ness  within  us.  May  that  man  rise  up 
and  do  his  work!

L  IN  CHRIST  IS  POWER 
TO  RAISE  THE  DEAD 
John  5:25-20.  (Please  read  it.i  Believe 
mo  when  I  say  that  my  dearest  wish 
lor  yon  Is  that  you  may  read,  not  these 
poor  words  of  mine  as  of  any  great  im¬ 
portance,  but  the  words  of  the  Master 
Himself.  Those  there  are  who  want  this 
whole  passage  refer  to  the  quickening  of 
the  spirit  of  man.  dead  in  sin.  and  to 
that  only.  But  He  speaks  of  those  who 
am  in  the  tombs  as  coming  forth  at  the 
sound  of  His  voice,  and  this  certainly 
means  the  coming  forth  of  the  body. 
Not  all  Is  over  with  a  man  when  he 
dies.  Whether  he  likes  it  or  not.  he  shall 
come  forth  from  his  grave  to  stand  be¬ 
fore  the  Judgment  seat  of  CSirlst 
II.  THE  MEANING  OF 
THE  RESURRECTION 
Raised  from  the  dead,  coming  forth 
from  the  dead,  a  return  from  the  dead, 
a  death  experienced  and  the  experi¬ 
enced  cancelled  or  overcome.  This 
means  a  resurrection  of  the  body.  No¬ 
body  believes  the  soul  dies.  The  soul 
is  the  man,  and  that  never  dies;  it  is 
only  the  body  that  dies.  It  must  be  the 
body  that  is  raised. 

HL  GOD’S  GUARANTEE 
OF  THE  RESURRECTION 
L  Oor.  15:20-26.  The  resurrection  of 
our  Lord  is  Clod's  pledge  and  guarantee 
of  the  resurrection  of  those  who  be¬ 
lieve  in  Christ.  He  is  “the  first  fruits 
of  them  that  slept."  It  the  Spirit  of  Him 
who  raised  Jesus  from  the  dead  will 
make  alive  your  mortal  bodies  also" 
(Rom.  8:11).  Paul  elsewhere  speaks  of 
a  general  resurrection,  but  to  the  pas¬ 
sages  of  our  study  today,  he  has  under 
consideration  only  those  who  are  to 
Christ.  And  ef  these  he  declares, 
"Christ  the  first  fruits;  then  they  that 
are  Christ's  at  his  coming." 

IV.  “WHAT  MANNER  OF  BODY?” 
Think  how  these  early  Christians 

must  have  grown  tired!  Only  a  few  of 
them  against  a  hostile  world.  As  though 
a  dozen  men  strove  to  push  Gibraltar 
into  the  sea,  lift  up  Olympus,  stay  the 
advancing  tide.  Is  it  not  much  the  same 
today?  How  many  soldiers  of  the  cross 
have  grown  weary  in  the  traceless, 
ruthless  warfare  of  the  spirit!  And  not 
only  the  amount  hf  work  to  be  done,  but 
the  kind  of  work,  the  ceaseless  trussle 
with  demons  of  darkness,  the  ceaseless 
struggle  to  cleanse  something  more  fil¬ 
thy  than  Augean  stables. 

But  the  afflictions  of  this  life  are  light 
and  temporary,  if,  and  only  if,  we  look 
beyond  the  mat  the  heavenly  hills  which 
oar  jubilant  feet  shall  climb  at  long 
last.  “The  things  that  are  seen  are  for 
a  time,"  all  things  that  arrest  the  in¬ 
terest  of  the  senses.  “The  things  that 
are  not  seen  are  eternal."  and  what  are 
they-  All  things  that  are  Immaterial, 
Including  the  spirltaal  body,  not  a  thing 
of  earthly  matter,  bat  of  heavenly  sub¬ 
stance.

H  Oor.  5:1-10.  Read  it.  now. 

“The  earthly  house  for  our  taberna¬ 
cle."  It  is  a  tent,  a  temporary  camp- 
tog  place  of  the  soul.  Death  strikes  the 
tent  and  the  tenant,  the  dweller,  the 
sultan  resting  within  the  tent  moves 
on.  “A  building  from  God,  a  house  not 
made  with  hands,  eternal  to  the  heav¬ 
ens."

An¬ 
notations  appear  on  each  page  for 
ready  reference  and  the  wording  of 
the  annotations  was  pre-tested  with 
children  to  insure  easy  understand¬ 
ing.  The  Pilgrim  Edition,  which  uses 
the  King  James'  version,  contains  il¬ 
lustrated  maps  of  important  Biblical 
scenes.

TANGIPAHO  PASTORATE  ^ ■

Recently  a  man  who  holds  a  high 
position  in  denominational  affairs, 
and  who  contributes  to  the  literature 
printed  and  distributed  by  our  Sun¬ 
day  School  board  said  in  one  of  the 
quarterlies  used  by  our  Sunday 
schools: 

“It  is  very  difficult  to  determine  the 
exact  nature  of  John's  baptism.  Just 
as  U  Is  very  difficult  to  determine  the 
exact  relation  of  John’s  ministry  to 
the  ministry  of  Jesus.”  In  a  personal 
letter  he  said  John's  baptism  was  not 
Christian  baptism,  neither  was  it 
heathen  nor  Jewish.  “It  was  simply, 
John’s  baptism.”  I  Just  cannot  see 
it  that  way.  I  have  no  source  of  in¬ 
formation  except  the  Bible.  That  is 
open  to  every  one. 

John  1:33  says,  “He  that  sent  me 
to  baptize  with  water  .  .  ."  John  bap¬ 
tized  only  those  who  gave  evidence  of 
genuine  repentance.  The  things  John 
required  of  those  who  sought  baptism 
at  his  hands  makes  one  a  Christian; 
namely,  repentance  and  faith.  It  was 
good  enough  for  our  Savior,  and  the 
only  baptism  he  ever  had  apparently. 
If  It  was  good  enough  for  Him:  it 
ought  to  be  good  enough  for  His  peo¬ 
ple.  When  John  hesitated  to  baptize 
Him  he  said  “suffer  (allow)  it  to  be 
so  now  for  thus  it  becometh  us  to  ful¬ 
fill  all  righteousness.” 

The  relation  of  John  to  Jesus  can 
be  explained  this  way:  I  have  a  rela¬ 
tive  who  is  a  contractor  and  builder. 
Before  he  attempts  to  build,  his  help¬ 
er.  who  is  a  brick  layer  and  concrete 
mixer,  prepares  the  site,  does  the 
brick  work  and  pours  the  concrete; 
then  the  contractor  erects  the  build¬ 
ing.  The  helper  cannot  build  the 
structure  but  he  can  lay  the  founda¬ 
tion.  a  very  important  part  of  the 
building.  John  the  Baptist  could  not 
build  the  church  but  he  could  lay  the 
tion  and  Christ  built  on  it. 

Those  who  believe  that  John’s  bap¬ 
tism  was  not  Christian  usually  re¬ 
fer  to  Acts  19:1-5  to  support  their 
position.  The  re-baptism  of  these 
converts  proves  Just  one  thing,  as  I 
see  it;  namely,  they  were  baptised  be¬ 
fore  they  were  ready  for  baptism. 
They  were  believers  but  did  not  know 
why  they  had  been  baptized,  had  not 
been  properly  taught.  There  was  noth¬ 
ing  wrong  with  the  baptism,  only  the 
converts  were  not  ready. 

Three  things  are  necessary  to  New 
Testament  baptism,  as  I  see  it:  (1)  A 
proper  act,  immersion.  (2)  A  proper 
subject,  a  converted  sinner  who  has 
trusted  Christ  and  who  knows  why 
he  is  being  baptized.  (3)  A  proper  ad¬ 
ministrator,  one  who  has  himself 
trusted  Christ  and  been  baptized.  We 
know  nothing  about  when  or  where 
or  by  whom  John  was  Baptized  God 
sent  him  to  baptize,  and  that  ought 
to  satisfy  the  most  exacting. 

The  great  stumbling  block  In  the 
way  of  those  who  cannot  accept 
John’s  baptism  as  Christian  baptism 
is  the  fact  that  Christ  had  not  set 
up  His  church  on  earth  when  John 
first  began  baptizing  and  when  Christ 
Himself  was  baptized.  Certainly  He 
had  not.  The  church  had  to  begin 
with  some  one  Individual,  with  John 
first.  His  forerunner,  and  next  with 
Christ,  the  head  of  the  Church.  Since 
we  enter  the  church  by  baptism  there 
had  to  be  some  baptized  believers  be¬ 
fore  there  could  be  any  church.  I 
think  the  church  as  an  organization 
began  when  Christ  ordained  the
